THE PASSIONISTS. 


HE Passionists are officially known as the Congregation of the Most Holy 
Cross and Passion of Our Lord Jesus Christ. They were established in the 
early part of the eighteenth century by St. Paul of the Cross, who lived to see 
his Order solemnly approved by the Church and warmly commended for its 
spirit and zeal in conducting missions and retreats. 

Their chief characteristic is devotion to Our Lor®s Passion. The rules 
they follow, the garb they wear, and the labors undertaken by them, make 
oe their lofty ideal and fixed purpose to “preach Christ and Him cruci- 

ed.” 

Every Passionist vows to observe the evangelical counsels and to promote among the 
people a grateful remembrance of the Passion of Christ. While the missionaries go 
from place to place, with a large crucifix, exhorting the people te learn and follow the 
lessons of the Cross, the religious at home Offer up fervent prayers and sacrifices for the 
success of their preaching.
